INCOME

FAMILY HEALTH PLUS (FHPIus)

All adults age 19-64, who apply for Medicaid and appear to be
ineligible for reasons of excess income and/or resources, are
evaluated for their potential eligibility for FHPIus. Unlike eligibility
under the Singles Childless Couples Category of Assistance, eligibility
for Family Health Plus is determined without regard to “unmet needs”.
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Eligibility for FHPIus is determined as follows.

(1) Determine that the A/R is financially ineligible for Medicaid.

(2) Determine the gross monthly income of the A/R. Certain
types of income are not counted when determining gross
monthly income for FHPIus. For all applicants, income
received from the following is not counted when determining
eligibility:
